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Publications  of  the  Bureau  of  Sport  Fisheries  and  Wildlife  on 
National  Wildlife  Refuges  are  both  printed  and  duplicated.   Printed  pub- 
lications are  normally  obtainable  by  purchase  from  the  Superintendent 
of  Documents,  Government  Printing  Office,  Washington  25,  D.  C.   Publi- 
cations are  not  sold  by  the  Bureau  of  Sport  Fisheries  and  Wildlife. 

The  Bureau  procures  a  small  supply  of  its  printed  publications, 
principally  for  official  use  and,  while  the  supply  lasts,  it  tries  to 
send  free  copies  to  those  who  have  definite  need  for  them.   Publi- 
cations marked  with  an  asterisk  can  be  obtained  only  from  the 
Superintendent  of  Documents  by  purchase;  others  may  be  sent  free  by 
the  Bureau  upon  request  accompanied  by  an  explanation  of  the  particu- 
lar need.   Several  printed  publications  on  refuges  have  been  included 
in  the  Conservation  in  Action  (CIA)  Series,  a  few  are  Refuge  Leaflets 
(RL),  and  one  or  two  are  in  the  Circular  (Cir.)  Series. 

Most  of  the  Refuge  Leaflets  are  duplicated.  They  are  used  in  con- 
nection with  correspondence  and  at  the  refuges,  presenting  brief  descrip- 
tions of  individual  refuges  or  groups  of  such  areas,  directions  for 
visiting  them,  and  recreational  opportunities  provided.   Refuge  Leaf- 
lets are  being  numbered  from  RL-1  to  100;  and  501  to  600;  Birdlists  from 
RL-101  to  300;  Mammal  Lists  from  RL-301  to  400;  and  Historical  Leaflets, 
Reprints,  etc.,  from  RL-^01  to  500.   Single  copies  for  those  refuges  in 
which  you  are  particularly  interested  are  obtainable  without  cost  from 
the  Refuge,  Regional,  or  Washington  offices.
